Washington, Jan. 9.—After having 
made him the target all day for criti­ 
cism with here and there words of 
commendation, the 
house of repre­ 
sentatives, by a vote of 212 to 3", 
flfebuked the president by tabling so 
much of his messages A3 reflected on 
members of congress in connection 
with his recommendations regarding 
the secret service detectives, and also 
declaring it to be the sense of the 
house that they shall decline to con­ 
sider any communication from any 
rource which is not in its own judg­ 
ment respectful. 
With feelings of outraged dignity 
and pride on the part of many of 
its members, the house gave itself up 
entirely to a discussion of one of the 
most momentous questions that ever 
came before it— its functions as a 
legislative body— in contradistinction 
to those of the executive branch of 
the government. 
As had been forecasted, the report 
of the special committee appointed 
to deal with the language in the pres­ 
ident’s annual message and in his 
special message of last Monday bear­ 
ing on the secret service affecting 
members of congress was submitted 
and it was used as the basts for some 
of the most 
earnest 
and 
vigorous 
speeches ever heard in tile historic 
chamber.. 
The house was in no mood 
to treat the subject otherwise than 
seriously, although 
in the remarks 
which were made the ref.' rences to 
the president, almost invariably, were 
couched 
in 
parliamentary 
language. 
Nor was the president without his 
supporters. 


Large Attendance of Members. 
In anticipation of the report, the ef­ 
fect of which was to administer a re­ 
buke to tile president, there was one I 
of the largest attendances of members I 
of this session, while the galleries at 1 
all times were filled to their capacity 
When Chairman 
Perkins of 
New 
York of the special committee arose 
to make his report he faced an al­ 
most full membership, while the gal­ 
leries were 
packed with 
interested 
spectators. 
Messrs. Tawney, Smith of 
Iowa, Sherley and Fitzgerald were on 
the floor prepared by word of mouth 
to resent whaf they deemed to be the 
insinuations of 
the president 
upon 
them as members of the committee 
on appropriations. 
Before presenting 
the resolutions Mr. Perkins spoke at 
some length, declaring that the por­ 
tions of the message objected to were 
a breach of 
the privileges of 
the 
house and that body should decline to 
consider them. 
After Mr Perkins had concluded his 
speech he gave way to Mr. Denby, 
who, in the course of his remarks, 
said that the president had veered 
from the path of recommendation and 
just criticism into the realm of per­ 
sonal abuse, spoken and inuendo. 
Mr. Tawney of Minnesota followed 
and he was given an ovation as he 
arose to speak. 
In presenting 
his 
views of 
the case Mr. Tawney de­ 
clared that nothing could contribute 


b o much to the destruction of the re­ 
public as an attempt upon the part of 
(me branch of it to impeach the honor 
and integrity of another branch. 
Toward the close of the debate, Mr. 
Gardner of Massachusetts vainly en­ 
deavored to secure, first, the adoption 
of a substitute for the resolution in 
the shape of an amendment expressing 
confidence in the committee on ap­ 
propriations and then the postpone­ 
ment of the whole matter until Mon­ 
day, but he was overwhelmingly out­ 
voted.

MANY ORPHANS 


Doys Taken Care of, But Girls 


Are Abandoned. 


Reggio, Jan. 9.—The sun is shining 
again in all its splendor, emphasizing 
the beauties of nature in the surround­ 
ing country—along the mountains cov­ 
ered with green, over the vineyards 
and lemon groves and down to the 
smiling shore, w here it reflects in the 
opalescent sea. 
Inside Reggio, how­ 
ever, its warm rays fall upon only 
huge piles of debris. 
Proportionately with other towns, 
Reggio gave the highest percentage 
of orphans as a result of the earth­ 
quake. 
The boys were eagerly taken 
care of by relations, but the girls 
mostly were abandoned. 
Fortunately, 
however, they have been entrusted to 
the ladies* committees which arrived 
here from all parts of Italy, and doubt­ 
less will secure good homes. 
All the wounded have been removed 
from Reggio, and 8,000 refugees have 
departed from the town. 
One thou­ 
sand bodies have been dug from the 
ruins of fallen buildings and buried in 
Improvised cemeteries. 
The safe of the bank of Italy, con­ 
taining $3,000,000, has been found. 
Fresh earthquake shocks are being 
felt here, at Brancaleone and at Mes­ 
sina each night. 
They are preceded 
by explosions, and buildings that were 
rot totally destroyed in the big shock 
are being further damaged.

law and the creation of the tax com­ 
mission. 
The taxing power is enlarged 
and the enactment of a tonnage tax is 
possible under the 
findings. 
Judge 
Elliott, who filed the decision, in his 
remarks said: 
‘‘Thequestion presented 
is of very great importance and the re­ 
sults of the decision will be 
far-reach­ 
ing. 
It 
will determine the power of 
the legislature over methods of tax­ 
ation, and thus vitally affect the future 
development of the commonwealth and 
the individual interests of every citi­ 
zen. 
As the constitution stood from 
the organization of the state all taxes 
were required to be raised under the 
system known as the general property 
tax. 
Dissatisfaction with the results 
of this methods and the development 
of more scientific 
and satisfactory 
methods of raising reveune induced the 
legislature to submit to the people1 an 
amendment to the constitution which 
provided merely that taxes should be 
uniform upon the same class of sub­ 
jects.”

feiters and the special agents with 
custom s frauds. 
In the postoffice de­ 
partm ent the corps of inspectors is 
especially trained and peculiarly fitted 
to »Ictcct 
crim inality or abuses or 
fraudulent use of the malls in con­ 
nection with th e postal service. 
In 
the interior dep artm en t the special 
agents of the land office and ihe in­ 
spectors of the 
Indian bureau are 
trained in sim ilar fashion to meet spe­ 
cial needs. 
In addition, it is urgently 
necessary, as set forth in Mr. Root’s 
accompanying report, that there shall 
be a central force of secret service 
men who can be detailed for work 
anyw here in the governm ent service. 
Of course, in the investigation of 
specific frauds we som etim es come 
across wholly unexpected phases of 
misconduct.

T h e decision b y the supreme court on 
Friday that the wide-open tax amend- 
mant was adopted as a part of the con­ 
stitution of the state is probably one of 
the most important decisions yet ren­ 
dered by the supreme court of this 
state, involving as it does the constitu­ 
tionality of the mortgage registry tax 
law and the creation of the tax com­ 
mission. 
The taxing power is enlarged 
and the enactment of a tonnage tax is 
possible under the 
findings. 
Judge 
Elliott, who filed the decision, in his 
remarks said: 
‘ ‘The question presented 
is of very great importance and the re­ 
sults of the decision will be far-reach­ 
ing. 
It will determine the power of 
the legislature over methods of tax­ 
ation, and thus vitally affect the future 
development of the commonwealth and 
the individual interests of every citi­ 
zen. 
As the constitution stood from 
the organization of the state all taxes 
were required to be raised under the 
system known as the general property 
tax. 
Dissatisfaction with the results 
of this methods and the development 
of more scientific 
and satisfactory 
methods of raising reveune induced the 
legislature to submit to the people an 
amendment to the constitution which 
provided merely that taxes should be 
uniform upon the same class of sub­ 
l e t s .”

Called Attention to Circular. 


On the 19th of February, 1908, (see 
Exhibit A) Senator Tillman called the 
attention of the senate to a circular 
of a syndicate firm for the sale of 
lands In Oregon, particularly in Coos 
and Dongles counties, which had been 
granted to corporations by the gov­ 
ernment, the circular stating that the 
company in possession of the lands 
was bound to sell them for $2.50 an 
acre or upon their refusal would be 
prosecuted by tho government, and 
that “among those who have spoken 
for a part of this land is Senator Till­ 
man of South Carolina, the leader of 
1ho Democratic party in the senate, a 
man who usually gets what lie goes 
after.” 
Senator Tillman denied the 
statements of this circular and ex­ 
pressed a wish for an investigation, 
and upon his request the postoffice 
department, 
through its 
inspectors, 
made 
such 
an 
investigation. 
He 
stated in reference to this circular: 
“I have not bought any land any­ 
where in the West nor undertaken to 
bily any. 
I have made some inquiries, 
as on*1 naturally would in roaming 
through the West. 
I simply want the 
people of the country to be put on

Lee, who resides at Moscow, Ida,, to 
go at once to Marshfield and see you 
about the land, to locate quarters for 
the seven members of my family who 
are of age and one for my private sec­ 
retary, J. B. Knight, whom T desire 
to let into the deal and of course he 
wants a quarter for himself.*' 
The letter continued, stating in de­ 
tail what was to be done in order to 
enable the senator to get the land. 
The William E. Lee to whom Senator 
Tillman thus referred as his agent, 
wrote to Reeder and Watkins, under 
date of Dec. 7. a letter, photographic 
copy of which is herewith submitted, 
marked Exhibit DL 
In this letter Mr. 
Lee explains (hat he had written Sen­ 
ator Tillman fully as to the status of 
the land matter, advising him that it 
was a “good gamble,” but, that the 
fellator was lecturing, so that he did 
rot get Mr. Lee’s letter until a week 
and a half previously. 
The letter con­ 
tinues : 
“In case Senator Tillman gets in on 
this deal with some good land in th*' 
eight quarters we want, I am satisfied 
that he can he of great help in getting 
matters started from Washington and 
cause the government to get busy and 
do something along the line you de 
sire. 
Ile will set up such a howl that 
it will be impossible to do otherwise. 
This will he very important for your 
whole scheme to have a man of his 
influence here to aid you at this cud 
of the line. 
By all nu ans save a lot 
of good land for us, as we intend to 
be of more value than any one of the 
ethers in this m attei.” 


Introduced Resolution in Senate. 


On Jan. 31, I ‘JUS. Senator Tillman 
introduced in the senate the follow­ 
ing resolution: 
“Whereas, at divers times, various 
railroads and other corporations have 
received large grants of public lands 
of the United States, under and by 
virtue of acts of congress, containing 
conditions to the effect that such lands 
should he sold to actual settlers only, 
or In quantities not exceeding for any 
one purchaser a limit fixed by the 
act relating thereto, or at a price per 
acre not greater than an amount men­ 
tioned in the act authorizing such 
grant, to the end that such lands 
might promptly become the homes of 
the citizens of the United States; and 
“Whereas, it is currently reported and 
widely believed that the department 
of justice has information to the et- 
fect that certain of the corporations 
aforesaid, or their alleged successors 


In 
title, having obtained colorable 
title to large tracts of land- within a 
state or states of the Pacific slope by 
virtue of the grants above mentioned 
and still holding considerable portions 
thereof, have violated or evaded the 
equitable and salutatory conditions as 
composed by the congress upon such 
grants for the public good; yet the 
senate is not advised that any action 
has been taken by the department of 
Justice to enforce the said conditions 
or restore the said lands to the pub­ 
lic domain; now, therefore, 


Resolution Was Laid Over. 


“Be it resolved, etc., That the presi­ 
dent be requested, if not incompatible 
! with the public interest, |o Mi form the 
senate what information, ir any, has 
) been received and what action, if any, 
j has been taken by the department of 
j justice with respect to the m atters 
i arui things in the preamble to this 
resol ut ioiis^et forth,” and pressed rig 
j orously 
Tor immediate action. 
The 
resolution being laid over. Senator 
Tillman introduced the same day a 
further and joint resolution contain 


ing the same recitals, but concluding 
Ss follows: 
“Resolved, etc., that the attorney 
general be, and is hereby directed, au­ 
thorized and empowered to take such 
proceedings or institute such suit or 
suits on behalf of the United States 
as may be necessary, appropriate or 
expedient to Insure a compliance with 
the above mentioned conditions or to 
restore the said lands to the public 
domain, or to report to the congress 
why such action as aforesaid has not 
been or should not be taken.’’ 
On Feb. 15 Senator Tillman wrote 
to Messrs Reeder and Watkins. 
A 
photograph of this letter is also at­ 
tached as Exhibit D5. 
In it I call your 
attention to the fact that he speaks 
again of Mr. Lee as his agent and of 
the correspond mce carried on through 
Mr. Lee. 
He states that what he has 
done in stirring up the question of 
the Oregon land grants to railroads 
has been done entirely apart from any 
personal interest he has in the mat­ 
ter, and adds; 


Would be Independent of Senate Work 
“Although I would not have had I 
my attention called to it but for the ! 
investigation as set on foot in con­ 
nection with the proposed purchase ! 
by me of some of the timber land in ; 
question, of course if I decide to make 
the tender and go into the lawsuit I 
will bear proposition in mind, but I I 
would have you understand that noth I 
lug I do here in the senate will be 
j 
done because of my personal purchase • 
of any of tho land. 
If I can succeed 
in causing the government to Institute 
suit for the recovery of the land and 
j 
make it easier for others AS WELL 
AS MYSELF (the capitals are mine) j 
I shall do It without regard to the j 
dealings with your firm. 
I still want 
j 
to get some of the timber lands, if it ; 
is possible, and as It is probable thai 
Mr. Lee or some other representative j 
of mine will be in your country in 1 
the next two months we will leave the 
m atter of payment for the initiatory j 
steps and subsequent proceedings ir. 
abeyance for the present. 
Any con 
tract we might make will he entirely 
apart for, and independent of, my 
work here in the senate. 
I will be ! 
glad for you to hold in reserve eight 
of the best quarter sections of which 
you have definite information and I 
will in the meantime press the invest I ; 
gation and other work here which will ! 
facilitate the final purchase and in 
effect obviate the necessity of your 
making any case in the courts at nil.” 


Comment Is Unnecessary. 


This letter in which Senator Till 
man requested that eight of the hest 
quarter sections he held in reserve for 
him was written just four days before 
he announced in the senate that Ii 
had not undertaken to buy any land 
in the West. 
It is unnecessary to 
comment upon his proposal, made in 
this letter, to use his influence as 
senator to for^e the government to in­ 
stitute a suit which would make it 
easy for him personally to obtain 
some of the land. 
This letter, purely 
pertaining to Mr. Tillman’s personal 
and private business, was sent in a 
franked envelope, of which I 
a t t a c h 
photographic copy, marked Exhibit D5. 
The assault by Senator Tillman up­ 
on Mr. Dorr, was, according to the re­ 
port of the inspectors, a wanton as­ 
sault made to cover up Senator Till­ 
m an’s own transactions. 
I call your attention to the letter of 
Mr. Dorr to the postmaster general, 
under date of Nov. 22, 1908, (Exhibit 
E) in which he asks for relief from 
the cases which Senator Tillman had 
brought against him, saying that he had 
no knowledge that Senator Tillman 
desired his operations to be kept hid­ 
den and secret from general publi< 
knowledge. 
The report of the inspec­ 
tors seems to indicate that this young 
man, Mr. Dorr, acted in good faith, 
but that he used Senator Tillman’s 
application for land as an advertise­ 
ment. 
Very truly yours, 
—THEODORE ROOSEVELT. 
The exhibits contained in the com­ 
munication are Senator Tillman’s per­ 
sonal explanation on the floor of the 
senate Feb. 19, 1908, in which he 
complained of an alleged unauthorized 
use of his name in a circular issued In- 
Bryan R. Dorr, president of a timber 
syndicate of Portland, Ore.; reports 
of the inspectors who Investigated the 
ease, and copies of the envelopes in 
which letters from Senator Tillman 
m d his agent Lee were sent to Reed­ 
er and Watkins. 
It Is shown that the 
letters written by Mr. Tillman were 
“franked.” The most striking passages 
from these letters are contained in 
excerpts quoted by the president in 
his communication to Senator Hale. 
The final exhibit is a letter written 
by Dorr to the postmaster general un­ 
der date of Nov. 22, 1906, in which 
he requests a full copy of the report 
of the postoffice Inspectors to use In 
setting himself right with the people.
